Thousands of Tarrant County tax bills 
have not been sent because of errors

FORT WORTH 
Several thousand local tax 
bills have yet to be sent out — 
despite looming due dates — as 
Tarrant Appraisal District em- 
ployees work to correct errors. 
With just days until half-pay- 
ments are due for some tax- 
payers, the county received a 
request from TAD to pull a num- 
ber of statements that had errors 
and send them back for correc- 
tions. Once corrected, those tax 
bills should be sent to home- 
owners in the coming weeks. 
But thousands of other tax 


hold this week as county work- 
ers searched for the errors 
should be arriving in mailboxes 
in the next few days, Tarrant 
County Tax Assessor-Collector 
Ron Wright said. 

“We have identified the errors 
and those accounts have gone 
back to TAD for corrections and 
will appear on supplemental 
rolls,” Wright said. “Thousands 
are still being held.” 

Estimates range from hun- 
dreds to several thousand on the 
number of property tax bills that 
have not been sent out. 

TAD Chief Appraiser Jeff Law 
insisted there is not a problem, 
explaining that some tax bills
